The treason consisted in 
wartime pacifism and opposition to 
the alliance with Germany, which 
he admits. The charge has also 
been made that, as President of 
Hungary, he voluntarily turned the 
country over to the Communist 
regime of Bela Kun. He denies 
this charge, declaring that he was 
forced out of office, and says that 
the charge was not made in his 
trial. He attributes the enmity of 
Hungary’s ruling classes to his ef- 
forts to divide the land, including

Many, Too Ill to Leave’ Autos, 
Are Given New Serum by 
San Francisco Doctor.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 15. 
—Victims of cancer which kills 
115,000 Americans each year and 
for which there is no Known 
eure, flocked to San Francisco 
hopefully and in increasing num- 
bers today to receive the new 
treatment originated by Drs. Wal- 
ter B. Coffey and John D. Humber, 

Facilities of the Southern Pa- 
cific Hospital, to which Drs. Cof- 
fey and Humber are attached, were 
put at the disposal of the patients 
and arrangements were made to 
open other clinics in the hope that 
the new treatment would prove ef- 
fective. 

Dr. Coffey and Dr. Humber, still 
insistent that their treatment has 
not proved itself as-a cure, ve 
obtained results which indicate 
that the serum they obtain from 
the cortex of the adrenal glands 
of sheep is able to dissolve can- 
cerous tissues. 

Rich and poor patients besieged 
the clinic yesterday, more than 100 
of them receiving injections of the 
new serum. They came in limous- 
ines, rattling old automobiles, on 
foot and in stretchers. 

With a corps of assistants, Hum- 
ber worked steadily with his hypo- 
dermic needle. Patients too ill to 
move from their cars were treated 
at the curhigg. There were about 
twice as matly men as women. 

To Dr. Hunther and Dr. Coffey 
this phase of the work is simplv 
a. continuation on a large scale of 
the experiments they “ have been 
coiducting «for . years in si- 
lence. They have invited all per- 
sons whose, cases are considered 
hopeless to submit themselves for 
treatment. .

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SCOTT ANGERED 


BY CRITICISM OF| 


HIS CONDITION 


MIAMI, Fia., Feb. 15. — Phil 
Scott, British heavyweight, who 
was informed yesterday by Dr. 
Frank H. Davis, physician of the 


Miami Boxing Commission, that he 
is in poor physical condition and 
would require hard work to fit 
himself for his fight with Jack 
Sharkey, Feb. 27, agreed with the 
diagnosis in part today. 

“That doctor hasn't forgotten 
anything, except that I might be 
on the brink of the grave,” Scott 
said. ‘To be candid, that doctur 
is correct, but he fails to realize 
that I am not preparing for a bat- 
tle that takes place tomorrow. My 
fight is a fortnight away and Il 
shall be in better condition then 
than Sharkey is today. 

“My blood may be sluggish. I 
presume that if the doctor says so, 
it must be so, but that doesn’t 
mea anything. I'll overcome that 
in a few days. 

“The only objection I have to 
the doctor’s report is his state- 
ment that I have no co-ordination 
of mind and muscle. I'll prove 
otherwise on Feb. 27. 

“Don’t fear, I'll be in condition 
and I'll win that fight. I'll get 
there by degrees and there won't 
be any need of halting in order 
at to grow stale as in the case 
with Sharkey.” 

Doctor Called Scott “Sluggish.”’ 

Scott’s outburst was brought on 
by the statement Frank H. Davis, 
commission physician, gave out 
yesterday after he had made a 
physical examination of all the 
principals onthe fight card. _ 

The doctor reported that ” he 
foucd Sharkey and Campolo O K, 
but that Scott was subnormal, 
especially in his reaction to sug- 
gestion. For example, when they 
asked Scott to sit down, he thought 
it over a bit, and then proceeded 
to sit; and when they asked him 
to stand up, it took him a moment 
or two to start lifting his bulk out 
of the chair. 

Another thing that was discov- 
ered by the doctors is that Scott is 
6 feet 2 inches tall, instead of the 
6 feet ®@ inches he always has 
claimed to be.

Jimmy Londos threatens to re- 
fuse to go through with the Na- 
nal Boxing Association's heavy- 
weight wrestling championship 
with John Pesek of Ravenna, Neb., 
at Columbus, O., with Pesek-re- 


jeetving $12,001 for his share of 


the bout and Londos $8000. 

Londos, who returned to’ his 
home in 8t. Louis last night for his 
bout with Fred Grobmeter of Min- 
neapolis, at the Coliseum tomorrow 
night, declared he would not abide 
by the award made by the N. B. A. 
at Cincinnati yesterday. The as- 
sociation awarded the Pesek-Lon- 
dos championship bout to H. H. 
Hamer, acting for the Columbus 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“If Pesek is to receive $12,001 
for his share of the receipts, I am 
entitled to $25,000,” said Londos, 
“because in our last three meet- 
ings 1 have thrown Pesek twice. 
He threw me first in St. Louis. In 
a return match here I beat him, 
and again in Philadelphia in the 
third match. 

“I would be willing to gO 
through the championship match 
on a percentage basis. I am so 
confident I can throw Pesek that 
I am willing that the winner of 
the bout receive 75 per cent of 
the wrestler’s share of the purse 
with 26 per cent going to the 
loser.” Ry 

Manager Due Here Today. 

Londos said that while he had 
deposited a certified check for 
$5000 with the N. B. A.’for a 
championship match, on conditions 
laid down by the association, he djd 
not think the N. B. A. would in- 
sist that he go through with the 
Columbus match when other pro- 
moters would offer him a larger 
purse than the Columbus bidder 
did in his bid. 

Ed White, Londos' manager, is 
due in St. Louis today and the two 
will decide definitely what they 
will do. Indications are that Lon- 
dos will not go through with the 
match on the terms by which the 
N. B. A. awarded the match to 
Columbus. 

Tom Packs, St. Louis wrestling 
promoter, who submitted a bid of 
60 per cent to Pesek and Londos 
for the match, guaranteeing @ $20,-. 
000 gate, was surprised that Co- 
lumbus was awarded the match on 
its bid. 

Small Hall in Columbus. 

“Don’t think it is sour grapes on 
my part, because I wasn’t given the 
match by the N. B. A.” said Packs, 
“It looks to-be as though the N. RB. 
A. is playing politics. I went into 
the bidding in good faith, and I 
thought the N. B. A. was acting in 
good faith, but now it looks as 
though the wires were pulled 
down at Cincinnati.” 

Both Packs and Londos declared 
that Al Haft, Pesek’s manager, was 
the matchmaker for the Columbus 
bout and.that it didn’t help the 
championship match to have the 
manager of one of the principals 
promoting it. 

“It doesn’t make any difference 
with me who is the promoter.” 
said Londos, “as long as a fair ref- 
eree handles the match.” 

Packs asserted that the Colum- 
bus Auditorium, site of the pro- 
posed match, would not seat more 
than 3500 persons, which would 
compel the promoter to charge a@ 
maximum admission of $10 to meet 
the guarantee. 

Will Cost $25,000, Says Packs. 

“The -Pesek-Londos match can- 
not be promoted for less than 
$265,000,” said Packs. “Besides 
guaranteeing $20,001 to Londos and 
Pesek, the promoter must :have a 
supporting card that will cost 
$5000,

_ Power to deal with all problems 


of public health and public wel- 
fare is to be centralized in ths 

proposed metropolitan government 
for St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
which is being planned with the 
advice of the Council on Metropoli- 
tan Government. This was de- 
cided by the council’s welfare and 
public health committee, meeting 
yesterday, to consider a recom- 
mendation to that effect by its 
subcommittees. 

The legislative body of the met- 
ropolitant government would have 
the same authority to make health 
regulations for the whole area that 
the Board of Aldérmen possesses 
how for St. Louis and the various 
councils have for the suburban 
towns. A Metropolitan Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare would be 
pet up, a director, to direct public 
health matters, hospitals, charities 
and corrections. 

There’ would be an unsalaried 
advisory board with a veto on the 
director’s basic policy but no ac- 
tual administrative voice. The 
board and the director would be 
named by the highest appointing 
power of the metropolitan govern- 
ment. Four divisions would be 
established, each headed by a com- 
missioner, to handle health, hospi- 
tals, child welfare and relief, and 
adult correctional institutions. 
The committee recommended to 
the council's parks and recreation 
committee that parks in the metro- 
politan district also be placed in 
that department, and urged that 
the present officers and employes 
in health and welfare work in the 
city and county be retained under 
the new government as far as 
practicable. 

A report by Health Commission- 
er Starkloff of the city on health 
work in the county was made pub- 
lic at yesterday's meeting. In it 
he said the county health unit 
now spent about $30,000 a year for 
salaries and maintenance, but he 
estimated, on the basis of the 55- 
cent annual per capita cost in the 
city, that thorough protection in the 
county area would cost $111,980 
annually, compared with $477,888 
in the city. 


Calls County Budget Inadequate. 

It would be unwise to assume 
responsibility for health work in 
the metropolitan district withoyt 
adequate funds for the purpose, Dr. 


Starkloff cautioned. 2 

“A casual observer of heajth 
work,”’ he said, “must appreciate 
that the county budget is wholly 
insufficient for even a reasonably 
well rounded health program for a 
community of the size of St. Louis 
County. which has an estimated 
population of 200,000 and covers

Physical fit- 
ness is assured by the fact that 
a pilot’s license is not granted by 
the Government until the appli- 
cant has been passed by a medi- 
cal board. 

“All planes before going into 
service must have a governmental] 
certificate of airworthiness. Be- 
fore every flight each plane is 
subjected to a three-fold inspec- 
tion by licensed ground engineers 
—licensed by the Government and 
kept in our employ. This inspec- 
tion covers craft, engine and in- 
st uments. No plane is allowed to 
return to the air until it has 
passed inspection in all these par- 
ticulars. In addition the plane is 
subject to independent inspection 
at any time by the aeronautical 
fnspection directorate of the Gov- 
ernment, 

“No pilot is ordered to fly in 
unfavorable weather against his 
judgment. If he says the weather 
is too bad for a flight his word 
is law. The rule does not, how- 
ever. work both ways. We re- 
serve the right to refuse a pilot 
permission to fly if we consider 
the weather conditions danger- 
ous. The Air Superintendent in 
such cases has final authority. 

“From the organization of the 
company all its planes have been 
equipped with wireless and of 
course we avail ourselves to the 
fullest extent of the meteorologi- 
cal service provided by the Gov- 
ernment. In short we adopt every 
practicable measure to insure 
safety.” 

With the exception of a single: 
plane used at Croydon for taxi 
work all of the 25 machines in 
the passenger services of Imperial 
Airways have three engines.

The total cost of building and equipping 
the bridge to date hag been $7;824,681.79. 
according to records in the Comptroller’s of- 
fice, of which $7,750,000 was raised by bond 
issues. The city has expendcd out of gen- 
eral revenue $165,000 for maintenance and 
$409,939.50 to pay taxes to East St. Louls 
and Illinois on the portion on the east side. 
The taxpayers also have paid $4,686,975 in 
interest on the bond of which $3,573,000 
have been retired. 

The only direct return has been $12,000 a 
year rental paid since 1919 by the Terminal! 
Railroad Association for use of part of the 
tracks which constitute the western approach. 
It is true the public has benefited to an in- 
ealculable amount in. the free use of the 
structure as a highway crossing, but a high- 
way bridge to provide that facility could 
have been built for probably, one-fourth or 
one-third of the capital investment in this 


structure.

This early precaution growing out of the 
popular agitation for abolition of the “ar- 
bitrary,’’ which really led to the first steps 
in 1906 for construction of the bridge, now 
adds greatly to the inconvenience and cost 
of making the bridge available to the Ter- 
minal and thus to the majority of the great 
trunk line railroads centering in St. Louis. 

The western approach was run into Gratiot 
street. where It did not connett with the Ter- 
minal and the eastern approach was built 
above the Terminal’s belt line so high that i? 
now requires log ay wee iB connections to 
reach it., 

It is agreed that maximum use of. the 
bridge would result in important savings to 
the railroads. It would save several miles 
for trains to and from the South and South- 
east which now cross over the. Merchants 
bridge to avoid going through the Eighth 
street tunnel. Also when properly connect- 
ed with the Terminal’s tracks and thereby 
with the trunk lines it would greatly facill- 
tate the flow of freight into and out of St. 
Louis which would mean large benefits to 
St. Louis business.

$500,000 would be required to con- 
nect the Terminal outer belt with the pres- 
ent eastern approach at Twenty-first street 
in East St. Louis.

INDIA. AND HAITI. 

The London Daily Express recently published a re 
markable interview with the Indian leader. Mahatma 
Gandhi. In clear, concise terms Gandhi expressed 
his uncompromising belief that India must be freed 
of British rule. It is by “civil disobedience,” a policy 
of peaceable non-co-operation, that Gandhi proposes 
to effect the bloodless revolution whereby India will 
be made free. This, of course, is sufficient to in- 

me the Daily Express, with its policy of imperial 
domination. The paper comments editorially as fol- 
lows: 


We stand between the toiling, sect-ridden mil- 
lions of Indians and all the horrors of civil war 
and bloody exploitation. We have administered 
India in the past on the basis of justice and prog- 
ress, while holding in leash the hatreds of race 
and creed which would plunge the whole country 
into a morass of bloodshed that beggars imagi- 
nation. 


These words have a very familiar ring. They have 
been used, we seem to recall, by our own im perial- 
ists who would keep the Marines in Haiti.

For nearly 
two centuries the British have governed India and 
today, if we are to believe the apostles of empire, the 
people of India are not one step nearer self-govern- 
ment than they were 200 years ago.

Partly in consequence of this 
fact, np doubt, chronic and bitter opposition 
to the forest service has abated almost en- 
tirely and the states, which formerly clam- 
ored loudest for possession of the public 
lands, now demand the privilege of a 
searching look into the mouth of the gift 
horse before assuming its ownership. 
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Today the situation as the stockman sees 
it is briefly this: Use of the open range is 
in most instances a liability rather than an 
asset to the grazer.

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There now are in the 11 principal public 
land states 188,900,000 acres of open pub- 
lic lands, 46,700,000 acres ceded to the 
states for school purposes, and 79,200,000 
acres grafted to railroads. These railroad 
fands are largely unproductive of revenue 
to their owners and are in great part sub- 
ject to the same sort of abuse as the pub- 
fic lands, because they are interspersed 
with them in checkerboard patterns and 
thus cannot be legally fented and pro- 
tected in tracts sufficiently large to make 
them leasable for grazing. 

Ex-Senator Dixon of Montana has re- 
cently pointed out that seven of these 
states received last year from their 20.,- 
000,000 acres of state land revenues to- 
taling $2,814,000. It is reasonable to be- 
lieve that this sum would be trebled if to 
their present holdings were added the 76.- 
$00.900 acres. of remaining «public iands 
within the borders of these seven states. 
They already have the necessary admin- 
istrative machinery for handling the lands. 
Surely they will not long hesitate to acce pt 
them. 

An able commission to investigate and 
report on the whole question of the public 
domain has already been appointed by the 
President. This commission. headed by 
James R. Garfield, now awaits an appro- 
priation by Congress to enable it to perform 
its duties. This should be immediately 
forthcoming. Surveys should be completed 
by the Government and selections should 
be made by the railroads of the residue 
of their former grantz. Then the balance 
of the public domain beyond the limits 
of national forests and parks, so far as its 
surface is concerned, should be ceded to 
the states. 

This now appears to be the most hope- 
ful and logical solution of a question of 
great moment to all of us which we have 
persistently bungled from the beginning.

INDEPENDENCE OF PHILIPPINES 


In Radio Address Says Only Ques- 


tion Should Be Regarding 
Time and Method, 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—“Uiti- 
mate independence of the Philip- 


pine Islands” was demanded today 
by Senator Hawes (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, on the ground of “national 
| promise and national honor.” 

In a radio address, Hawes, & 
member of the Senate Committee 
on Territories and Possessions, 
wuich has been holding hearings 
on Philippine freedom, said every 
witness before the committee had 
stated that independence had been 
promised and must be granted, 
either 
five, 10 or 30 year period. 

“No witness has advocated con- 
tinuous possession by the United 
Btates,” Hawes said. ‘The sub- 
ject, therefore, seems to resolve 
itself into a question of time, 
method and agreement.” 

Hawes asserted he had arrived 
at only one fixed conclusion as a 
result of the hearings—that “‘na- 
tional promise and national honor 
call for the ultimate independence 
of the Philippine Islands.” 

Explaining that 80 per cent of 
the imports of the Philippines into 
the United States consist of farm 
products and that only 10 per cent 
of the agricultural land is now 
under cultivation, he said the 
American farmer must consider 
whether he wanted this territory

- Has 50,000 Applications for 
Pilot Licenses but Not All 
Will Be Granted.

' WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — The 
Aeronautics Branch of the United 
States Department of Commerce 


this year expects to receive 50,000 
‘applications for student flying per- 
Anits. This is three times as man) 
fas asked for student permits last 
year, which was five times that of 
the preceding year. Generally only 
about 15 pilot licenses are issued 
for every 100 applications, 

. Most of the public regulation of 
Javiation is done by the department. 
Through it the Federal Government 
is spending about $7,000,000 a year 
‘on aeronautics. Part of this 
amount goes for laying out and 
lighting of airways. 

There, is now about 12,000 miles 

of safeguarded airways. Commer- 
cial flying, however, has grown 
faster than airways. Operations 
are contemplated on routes total- 
ing about 24,000 miles within the 
borders of the country proper, 
with foreign extensions totaling 
about 12,000 miles. 

“Look at the railway map of the 
country and you will have some 
idea of what the airways map of 
the country will look like some 
day,” says one aviation authority. 

Airways are charted near con- 
structed highways, as the following 
official description of how they are 
designed shows: 

“Between the given terminals or 
intermediate airports, airways are 
laid out on as near straight lines 
as the topographical features of the 
region will permit. A strip ap- 
‘proximately 25 miles wide is care- 
fully studied: from the air to deter- 
‘mine the location of the most level 
open country, the wooded and 
mountain sections, etc. A survey 
‘is made to determine the proper 

‘locations of radio beacons. Inter- 

mediate field sites at approximate 
-30-mile intervals are selected with 
‘due regard for the fact that if the 
“fields are to be useful in emergen- 
cles they should be located on good 
roads near centers of habitation 
‘where help is available and where 
facilities for prompt communica- 
tion and transpor{ exist.” 

On an air line beacon sites are 
selected at approximately 10-mile 
intervals. 

Weather and radio beacon sta- 
tions are helpful but not necessary 
on airways. Instruments of guid- 
ance now are such that a plane 
may be held on. its course in the 
thickest of fogs. 

These airways are like public

the planes travel regular airways. 
The Department of Commerce re- 
cently added to these rules the re- 
quirement that ~planes in open 
country must fly 500 feet above 
the earth unless weather conditions 
make lower flying necessary. 

Maintenance of the airways is 
not a big task. On the _ 10,000 
miles of lighted airways  estab- 
lished by the middie of last year, 
1000 maintenance workers were 
employed. This includes 22 air- 
ways engineers and 92 airways 
mechanicians. 

The airways have helped to re- 
duce the fatality rate of transport 
aviation to one death for every 
500,000 miles flown. Loss of life 
per miles flown was less in 1929 
than in 1928. 

The Department of Commerce 
estimates thit, transport flying to- 
taled 20,000,000 miles in the Unit- 
ed States last year. This was twice 
the estimate for 1928. In 1929 the 
total miles flown by all American 
planes was 197,000,000, equal to a 
round trip to the sun. 


Including lines to other coun- 
tries, there are now 93 routes on 
which planes operate by regular 
schedules. The planes used have 
value estimated at $12,000,000. 
There are 1500 airports in the 
United Svates with 1500 more pro- 
posed. 


“There is not a single commercial 
airport which is rated 100 per cent 
in measuring up to our specifica- 
tions,” said one official of the aero- 
nautics branch of the Department 
of Commerce. “We pass on them 
with reference to necessary stand- 
ards. I think we should be per- 
mitted to rate them according to 
varying degrees of perfection. This 
might produce a rivalry making for 
greater progress toward Al air- 
ports, something that advancement 


of aviation greatly needs.” There

‘about to go under the auctioneer’s hammer. 


Further than this, they neglect to explain 
that the service you may need, and deserve to 
have, can no longer be guaranteed, because the 
manufacturer has passed out of the picture.

Is it any wonder, 
not having to worry about the future ot your 
purchase, that they boast of the merits of their 
“dump” products? Refuse to jeopardize your 
future happiness in anything you purchase by 

*condoning the practice of dumping.

S this much may be 

ie said of the season’s 


snow, weather conversation and at- 
tacks on meteorologists. In freakish 
conduct generally it has quite over- 
stepped all bounds of propriety and 
precedent. It has given rise to more 
questions and fewer satisfactory an- 
swers than the story of Adam and 
Eve. Weather men have led miser- 
able and harassed lives. They have 
been asked to explain too many things 
that couldn't be explained, for the 
weather this winter respected no rules 
Or customs 

Why, for example, did the thermom- 
eter rise to 65 degrees in New York 
Over a succession of balmy, summery 
days, filling the pawnshops with fur 
coats and the parks with hatless, coat- 
less people, when at Albany, 150 miles 
aWay, a severe blizzard was raging, 
freezing water* mains and tying up 
traffic? Why was New Jersey per- 
mitted to enjoy May weather while 
New Orleans, more than 1000 miles to 
the southwest. was shivering in one of 
the coldest waves of its history, with 
penetrating fogs and even threats of 
mow? And to get closer to home, why 
"as the Mississippi Valley subjected 
‘0 such a session of “spotty” weather, 
with a cold wave hopping, skipping 
and jumping hither and yon all over 
the map, leaving comparatively warm 
areas in between? 


RDINARILY, Omaha, Neb., for 
()erampie is regarded by Mis- 

sourlans as the ultimate in 
January refrigeration, yet in this 
January cold wave, St. Louis recorded 
‘ower temperatures than did Omaha. 
On one morning the thermometer 
‘tl Omaha said 8 degrees below 
“ero, while at Bethany, Mo., some 
200 miles southeast, the reading 
Was 35 below. And such variations 
Were characteristic throughout the 
“ountry. The weather rules were up- 
oreign countries, too. In Era- 
gland, where winters usually are mild, 
sreat gales lashed the coast, damaging 
““ipping and blanketing the country- 
Side with ice.

ment that in weather fluctuations the. 


unusual is more common than the 
usual. 

There is a bit more meaning under 
these explanations than the average 
weather fan suspects, for he seldom 
realizes that there is no such thing as 
‘normal weather.” It’s merely a 
meteorological term. ‘“‘Normal weath- 
er’’ refers to averages which have been 
worked out for a given month over a 
long period of years. These averages 
themselves may be compiled from ex- 
treme variations which offset each 
other in the 
‘normal’ fig- 
ures. Indeed, 
it is almost un- 
precedented for 
rainfall, tem- 
perature and 
other weather 
conditions to 


‘conform, in any 


given section of 
the country, to 
the averages 
that have been 
worked out. - 
Thus, me- 
teor ologists, 
who are ac- 
quainted with 
the methods of 
finding “nor- 
mal’’ weather, 
are not. sur- 
prised when 
seasons are ec- 
centric. But 
they make no 
claim to under- 
standing weath- 
er. There are 
too many still 
undetermined factors involved in it. 
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‘Meteorology is a new science. Where- 
’ as the science of astronomy is several 


thousand years old, that of meteorol- 


ogy is so young that the man who had - 


the most active part in introducing it 
—General A. W. Greely—is _ still 
alive. The United States Weather 
Bureau was not established until Gen- 
eral Greely came back from an Arctic 
expedition and told about his interest- 
ing observations in Greenland. So me- 


teorologists concede that there is much 


yet to be learned. Their blunt weath- 
er forecasts of “Fair tomorrow, with 
slowly rising temperature,’ may sound 
very authoritative, but the men who 
compte such predictions are far from 
certain that they are right. 


EATHER conditions are gov- 
W erned by a number of very 

complex and interlocking fac- 
tors, many of which are as little. un- 
derstood now as they were when the 
Weather Bureau came into existence. 
There are the high reaches of the 
earth’s atmosphere which have never 
been explored by the weather man. In 
these mysterious spaces a great many 
influences are constantly at work 
brewing new potions for the storm 
king. So when winters like this cne 
occur, with warmth and cold days craz- 
ily scattered here, there and every- 
where, or when a ‘cold year’ occurs 
like the famous one in 1816, when 
there was ice and snow in the South- 
ern states on the Fourth of July, it

may be blamed on the “normal’’ quirks 
of temperature—plus the strange fac- 
tors of the mysterious upper air. 

Of course, when truly amazing 
things happen, like the ‘“summerless” 
year of 1816, there is usually some 
special explagation. Science can never 
point to any weather phenomenon as 
widespread as that and say specifical- 
ly it was caused by fo and so; but 
many meteorologists agreé that the 
eruption of the volcano, Tomboro, on 
an island east of Java, must have had 
something to do with 1816’s weather 


-head off and two extraordinarily cold 
years followed. So there is plenty of 
evidence that volcanoes have a definite 
influence on the weather. 

This winter, however, has been puz- 


» zling from an entirely different angle. 


It has. been neither consistently hot 
nor consistently cold. It has. just 
“acted up” in a hysterical and unac- 
countable fashion, and apparently for 
no sensible reason. Until meteorolo- 
gists have more information on the 
subject, therefore, the causes must be 
attributed to chance and the forces at

tricks. The eruption threw such vast 


quantities of dust into the atmosphere - 


as to impede the passage of the sun’s 
rays, and these dust clouds were car- 
ried by the winds all the way around 
the earth. Going back farther, in 1783 
a smoky haze, called a “dry fog,” 
spread over America and most of Eu- 
rope, with resulting cold that serious- 
ly affected the growth of crops. The 
haze, scientists believe, came from the 
millions of tons of dust thrown aloft 
by the Iceland volcano, Skaptar Jo- 
kull. Again, in 1912, Mount Katmai, 
on the Alaskan peninsula, blew its 


work in those unexplored regions 34 
40, 50, 100 miles up from the earth’s 
crust, where even the most buoyant of 
sounding balloons has been unable to 
climb. : 

Thus far these sounding balloons 
have been almost the sole means of 
finding out what is going on far above 
the altitude limit of the airplane, These 
balloons can ascend 20 miles above 
the earth. They are equipped with 
light, delicate devices for registering 
pressure, temperature and other phe- 
nomena.

at elevations of 10 miles or so there 
are often super-tornado winds which 
rush at the rate of several hundred 
miles an hour.

Weather on the earth is, of course, 
largely controlled by the sun, which, 
being a “variable star,”’ gives out as 
much as 3 per cent more heat at some 
times than it does at others. There 
is still a great deal to be learned as 
to what sun spots have to do with the 
weather, and, indeed, about what sun 
spots really are. They are believed 
to be vast eélar storms that are some- 
how bound up with weather conditions 
on the earth, but that’s another prob- 
lem that hasn‘t yet been settled. 
R. B. B. FRED and Travis Hoke, 
their engaging book, ‘““Weath- 
er,” published about a year ago 
by Robert M. McBride & Company of 
New York, point out that the sun's 
beat is most intense in years when 
the most spots appear, but that the 
spots are not causes of the increased 
heat, but symptoms. 

“Bven solar variation so small as 2 
or 3 per cent,” they write, “is enough 
to have important effects on the 
weat"er. . .. Only a very few of 
the probable effects of solar variation 
have been traced and explained. An 


increase of solar heat does not mere- 


ly warm the earth. What seems to 


happen is that when the gun is hotter 
than usual the weather on the earth is 
stormier. On the other hand, when 
the sun is cooler*the storms remain 
closer to the poles and the weather 
elsewhere on earth is less violent. But 
even this theory is still tentative. 
Whatever the effects, they are not sim- 
ple and direct. More solar heat does 
not necessarily mean hotter weather, 
in New York, Zambezi or Medicine 
Hat. 

“The sun spots, it should be re- 
peated, are nothing but symp- 
toms. They are really not spots 
at all, neither are they black, 
although they look dark through the 
telescope. If a sun spot could be 
picked off the sun and set out in 
space it would seem almost as bril- 
liant as a similar piece of unspotted 
sun. Sun spots merely look black by 
contrast against the brighter surface 
of the whole sun. 


great whirling storm on the sun, 
much like a cyclone on earth. 

Many of these whirls are large enough 
to inclose the whole earth in their 
darker centers without touching the 
globe anywhere. The centrifugal force 
of the whirl decreases the pressure at 
the center; thia slightly cools the hot 
gas. Being cooled, the gas shines less 
brightly. That is why the center of 
a sun spot is relatively dark. What 
causes the whole spinning vortex is 
unknown. . 

“Apparently the intensity of sun- 
light increases at times of maximum 
sun spots; which is exactly the reverse 
of what one might expect. ... The 
explanation of the paradox must be 
that sun spots are symptoms of in- 
creased activity of the sun and that 
the unspotted area is giving off more 
heat than usual; enough to compen- 
sate for the cooling effects of the spots 
themselves and even to provide some 
additional heat.”’ 

, Discussion of sun spots, as imply- 
ing a hotter suh than usual, some- 
how fails to register, however, when 
temperatures have been such as to 
suggest rather an advance of another 
glacial age. One looks elsewhere for 
explanations of cold waves, and usu- 
ally it is toward Canada or Green- 
land that one looks, for most of them 
originate in one of those regions. For 
the United States, most of them ap- 
pear to come from somewhere around 
the province of Alberta, for it is from 
there that the majority of them are 
first reported. 

Dr. Free and Hoke explain that just 
as heat waves in the summer are 
traceable to such notorious air move- 
ments as the “Bermuda high,” which 
means a high-pressure area sending 
warm, moisture-laden air flowing 
acrous the United States from the vi- 
cinity of Bermuda, so cold waves are 
movements of air in winter—only 
they don't come from Bermuda. — 

“Vast whirling storms, called cy- 
clones, rush across the United States, 
especially during the winter,” Free and 
Hoke explain. ‘‘They resemble in many 
ways the hurricanes or tornadoes of 
the Caribbean. The motion of these

SZOLNOK, Hungary. 
ROM neighboring 
rooftops in the 
town here you can 
look over the pris- 
on wall and see 
them walking 
round and round. 
Never looking up, 
eyes fastened on 
the ground, walk- 
ing slowly, 10 paces apart, round and 
round for an hour, two hours, at a 
time. They are the women of the vil- 
lage of Nagyrev who are still waiting 
trial for participation in the most ap- 
palling mass murders in recent history. 

Five sentences already have been 
imposed. One woman, Mrs. Julianne 
Lipka, has been sentenced to death. 
Three others have been given life im- 
prisonment. And the fifth, Mrs. Sus- 
anne Fazekas, the village midwife, 
whose almost demoniac influence in- 
spired the long series of crimes, 
passed judgment on herself. She end- 
ed her own life with the poison which 
she had administered to so many vic- 
tims when she saw the plumed cock- 
ates of the gendarmes in the street 
just below her house. 

Trial of the four women now under 
sentence created such great excite- 
ment and attracted such crowds from 
all over Hungary that it was decided 
to postpone trying the others—26 
women are still held in the local pris- 
on—dinvolved in this atrocity. 

Nagyrev is like a place condemned. 
There is hardly a person in the village 
who is not implicated, innocently or 
otherwise. It would seem almost as 
though some abstract power of evil 
had held sway here for nearly 20 
years, blighting all human impulses 
except those of greed and hatred. One 
thinks of the superstition of these 
Hungarian peasants, of their belief in 
an embodied power of darkness, in de- 
mons. 

“Aunt Susi’’ Fazekas seems to have 
possessed most of the characteristics 
attributed by legend to the demons. 
The field police in this district have 
traced her career back as far as 1911. 
Gradually the story of her crimes has 
been put together. 

It was as the midwife, ‘“‘the wise 
woman,” of the village that she 
held sway. She seems to have been 
a person of very strong personality and 
great shrewdness. But “Aunt Susi’’

land among the Hungarian peasants 
is the very widespread custom of hav- 
ing only one child.

land could not be obtained for love 

or money, the one-baby system pre- 
vailed for many years.

There is a whole row of babies’ 
graves in the small churchyard at 
Nagyrev, all beautifully cared for;

All the babies died within three or 
four days of their birth. Sanitary con- 
ditions are no worse at Nagyrev than 
they are in other Hungarian villages. 
What was the reason? 

Mrs. Fazekas, according to the story 
told by the women under her domi- 
nance, saw a fly drop dead after hav- 
ing tasted the sugar that was strewn 
on a circle of fly paper, the common 
kind sold in every village shop. She 
saw a chicken eat the fly and in its 
turn drop dead after a few convulsions. 
And her plan was complete. She

bought sheets and sheets of fly pa- 
per at the stores in the various vil- 
lages which she visited on her\profes- 
sional errands. A large purchase was 
made at the shop here in Szolnok, a 
medium-sized town, where it aroused 
no suspicion. The deadly paper was 
soaked in water, the water poured in 
a bottle and when necessity arose a few 
drops of it were simply put into the 
baby’s milk. 

However, after a time baby ‘‘cases’’ 
grew scarce. Some of these silly, soft- 
hearted mothers didn’t care for “Aunt 
Susi’s’’ methods. On the other hand, 
parents: were in the way, aunts and 
uncles; and sometimes even husbands 
were in the way. 

Istvan Joljart came back from the 
war, where he had lost his eyesight. 
His wife found it rather troublesome. 
Lajos Takacs was also invalided home 
from the front. He couldn’t work— 
who would keep a husband who 
didn’t work? 

Maria Szendi had been one of the 
village belles.

In most cases, however, the doctor 
was called in. He examined the pa- 
tient and left his prescription, some- 
times even saw him take it for the first 
time. When he was about to take it 
a second time, Mrs. Fazekas, every- 
body’s confidante, and unsuspected 
because she belonged to ‘“‘the profes- 
sion’’ herself, added her own little pre- 
scription. 


doctor was called in no more. He

In the body that had been 
buried 12 years there was found suf- 
ficient poison to kill half a dozen 
horses. 


discovery, even before any ar- 

rests were made, a dramatic 
scene occurred in the Nagyrev church. 
The harsh, pale faces of the peasant 
women were bowed in gloom when the 
priest began his sermon with the 
words: 

“We are all guilty, you and I.’’ 
Hysterical cries, unmuffled sobbing 
broke out in the church, when, follow- 
ing the priest’s example, all knelt and 
began to repeat after him: ‘Lord, 
forgive our sins.’’ 

Altogether, 41 bodies were exhumed, 
and in each one there were traces of 
arsenic. In only a very few instances 
did the information given to the 
authorities prove to be wrong. The 
number of deaths, according to 
police officials, is far more than 41. 
They estimate it at close to a 
hundred. 

All the women who were arrested 
confessed their guilt, in part at least, 
when confronted with the stories told 
by others. But one and all declared 
that the initiative for the crime had 
been, supplied by Mrs. Fazekas. And 
in a@ majority of instances she had 
actually administered the poison. She 
had set the example, of course, by get- 
ting rid of two husbands of her own 
as astart. And she had seemed quite 
happy always. She had made it so 
simple for them all. 

Some strange frenzy seems to have 
possessed the stolid peasant women of 
Nagyrev. During the last years they 
poisoned not only for material reasons, 
but merely from a desire to kill. The

Miner 
did. 
He left for New 
York immediately. 
There he offered 
it first to a spe- 
clalist in Amert- 
cana, but this col- 
lector didn’t have 
the price at the 
time. Next he took 
it to Philadelphia 
to A. S. W. Rosen- 
bach, the noted 
book dealer. Miner 
had known Rosen- 
bach in London 
long before, when 
both were buying 
rare books there. 
Miner unrolled 
the engraving on a 
long table in Ros- 
enbach’s inner 
sanctum. Rosenbach took one look at 
it. “What is your price?’’ he asked. 
“Twenty-five thousand in 
Miner answered without hesitation. 
Rosenbach at that time was not ac- 
customed to deals on such a large 
scale. It happened he didn’t have the 
money. But he wanted the engraving. 
He tried to persuade Miner to wait a 
week. He had an elaborate luncheon 
prepared for him and served in the 
small dining room that adjoins his dis- 
play rooms. 


He went back to New York and 

got the price he wanted from Mr. 
Colt of the Colt Firearms Company. 
A considerable part of that $25,000 
went into books. That is where most 
of the Miner income goes. It is hard 
for him to take his profits from the 
business, which is a frequent subject 
for jest in the Miner family, Although 
Mrs. Miner can never earnestly re- 
proach her husband, for her interest 
in fine and rare books is nearly as 
great as his. 

Miner learned his craft from the 
late Luther 8S. Livingston, then in 
charge of the rare-book department 
for Dodd, Mead and Company of New 
York. He came to the Dodd, Mead 
firm after three years at Yale. Liv- 
ingston was one of the foremost 
authorities on rare books in this 
country. To his office came ‘all the 
great collectors of the day—Harry 
Widener, Collis Huntington, J. P. 
Morgan. As Livingston's assistant, 
Miner had contact with all these men. 

Leaving this post, he completed his 
college course at George Washington 
University and then, staying on in 
Washington, took charge of the 
Americana department for Lowder- 
milk’s bookshop. Lowdermilk’s was 
then and still is the most famous 
bookshop in the country. 

Miner pursued another interest dur- 
ing this period. Since boyhood, he 
had been a student of the American 


Be Miner did not care to wait. 
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Indian. As long a 
ago as 1900 he 
published a mem- 
oir on George 
Catlin, whose 
work Miner re- 
gards as present- 
ing the most 
authoritative pic- 
ture of Indian 
life. Now he 
made many con- 
tacts with § ex- 
perts at the Na- 
tional Museum 
and the Bureau 
of Ethnology, 
contacts) which 
were later to 
prove of great 
ald to him in 
preparing his 
own books on 
certain Indian 
tribes. While in 
Washington Min- 
er roomed with 
his friend, Chan- 
ning Pollock, the 
playwright. They were both calling 
on the same girl. Neither of them won 
her. Pollock made her the central 
character in his play, “‘The Little Gray 
Lady.” 

An interlude of two or three months 
in San Francisco followed. He was 
visiting his friend, William A. Satchell, 
now professor of botany at the Uni- 
versity of California. Satchell gave 
him a card to’ the Bohemian Club, 
where good wine, good food and en- 
livening conversation were even then 
a tradition. 

The West Coast was attractive, but 
Miner came back WTast, as far as 
Cleveland, where he accepted a posi- 
tion in charge of the rare book and 
editorial departments for Burrows 
Brothers. It was a pleasant job iu 
that it enabled him to make at least 
one trip abroad each year. The firm 
maintained offices in London and 
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Paris. Customari- 
ly he went to 
London and 
made the rounds 
of the  book- 
shops in the 
Charing Cross 
Road section. He 
got to know 
them as well as 
the Burrows 
store in Cleve- 
land. Paris came 
next and a mi- 
nute survey of 
the quayside 
bookshops on the 
Left Bank. 

And then, as 
soon as it was 
possible, he made 
for Nice and the 
warmth of the 
Riviera. He 
loiter 
pleasantly along 
from Ventimig- 
lia to Nice, to 
Monte Carlo, and 
yet still be working. Visiting odd, 
out-of-the-way bookshops in search 
principally of Americana. He made 
some of his best finds in just 
this way, including some early Co- 
lumbian and even pre-Columbian 
prizes. One year he bought up all the 
Americana in Naples. He knew be- 
cause the agent for another American 
firm, somewhat piqued at having made 
a fruitless search, told him so. He 
usually spent from $25,000 to $60,- 
000 for books on these European 
tours, and altogether he went abroad 
13 times for Burrows Brothers. 

While with the Burrows firm, he 
edited and directed the printing of 
many fine and rare editions, books 
privately printed for “collectors and 
societies of bibliophiles. In this way 
he made a contact with Luther A. 
Brewer of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. Brew- 
er has an international reputation as 
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a collector and at 
that time had the 
most complete col- 
lection of works 
by and about 
Leigh Hunt in 
the world. Brewer 
finally invited 
Miner to establish 
with him the 
Torch Press in 
Cedar Rapids. 

This was an ab- 
rupt change—to 
the life of a smal! 
town. But Miner 
was content that 
it should be so, for 
he married a 
Cleveland girl just 
before he came to 
Iowa and they 
both felt that Ce- 
dar Rapids was an 
excellent place in 
which to rear a 
family. 

Miner had more 
freedom to indulge 
his own ideas 
about typography, 
binding and the 
hundred and one 
other points that 
go to make up a 

beautifyl book in his work with the 
Torch Press. Many of the 40 volumes 
that appeared under the imprint of the 
press during Miner's 10 years in Cedar 
Rapids are now much sought after by 
collectors. 

In Cedar Rapids Miner renewed his 


acquaintance with Carl Van Vechten 


when the novelist returned to his old 
home for a visit. They had known 
each other in Paris and Van Vechten 
was considerably surprised to find 
Miner in Iowa. For a long time Van 
Vechten sent Miner everything that he 
wrote, even magasine articles, care- 
fully inscribed. 


ERE, too, he found an oppor- 
H tunity to make a first-hand 
study of an Indian tribe, the 
Iowas, at Tama, not far from Cedar 
Rapids. On every possible occasion 
he visited the reservation at Tama. He 
grew very friendly with the chiefs of 
the tribe. Sometimes he would spend 
three or four days with them, sharing 
their life, accepting their hospitality. 
He had been asked by Cambridge 
University in England to contribute a 
monograph on the American Indian to 
an ethnological series. But he soon 
found that he had so much material 
that it could not possibly be confined 
within so smali a space. It became 
what is probably his Deat known work, 
“The American Indian, North of 
Mexico,” published in 1914 under the 
Cambridge imprint. 

it was in 1916 that he decided there 
was an opening for a bookshop in &t. 
Louis. He bought out the stock of a 
dealer on Franklin just. below Grand. 
It was‘a very large stock, including 
many thousands of books, housed in 
four shops that had been thrown to- 
gether and in the basement beneath 
the entire building. 

Miner and his wife socon made 
friends in St. Louis. He had iong 
known William Marion Reedy. In fact, 
while still with the Torch Press he 
had published «a small volume of 
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Reedy’s work, the only fragment of 
his voluminous writings to appear be- 
tween the covers of a book during 
Reedy’s life. They now became close 
friends. And Miner had not been here 
long before he met the late Dentcn J. 
Snider, philosopher and scholar. 

Of the many people he has known 
in his varied life, Snider. was, in 
Miner's opinion, the most brilliant, the 
most scholarly, the most profound. 
The first day they met, they talked for 
seven hours, unaware of the passage 
of time. Miner’s shop soon became 
a rendezvous for Snider and two or 
three of his closest followers. 

“He would sit right there in that 
chair where you're sitting,’’ Miner 
says, “and talk. And such talk I've 
never heard.”’ 

The friendship with Snider grew 
very close. Miner published 17 of 
Snider's books. Many of these have 
sold very widely without any advertis- 
ing or publicity at all. The Shakes- 
peare commentary has sold more than 
100,000 copies. Miner feels very 
strongly that Snider was not suffi- 
ciently appreciated in his own com- 
munity. He points to honors that 
have accrued to him elsewhere since 
his death. In the last year of his 
life Snider lived at the Miner home in 
Kirkwood. “He died in my arma,” 
Miner says. “He appeared before the 
environment was ready for him."

It 
has increased greatly in value in the 
last ten years and it serves to illus- 
trate the subtle technicalities of Min- 
er’s business. On page 52, the last 
page of the first issue of the first 
edition of “Snowbound,” there is a 
printer's mark that does not appear 
in the remainder of the first edition. 
It is this single mark which gives the 
book its value to collectors. Copies of 
the remainder of the edition bring 50 
cents. These fine discriminations are 
spoken of among collectors as 
“points.”

whole country—a method of scoring a 
book. Miner thinks it is slightly ab- 
surd. But it is his business and, in a 
pense, it fascinates him. He sells to 
collectors over the entire United 
States. He knows their likes and their 
specialities. He has more ciients in 
New Mexico and Arisona than in any 
other section. 

It is from individuals who ate build-* 
ing special collections that he derives 
most of his income. One of his clii- 
ents is George H. Ahrents, head of the

Sect Moves on to Alberta so It May Be Farther Removed 


From “Contaminating Influences. of the World.” 


By a Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 


FREEMAN, South Dakota. 

) HE last of South 
Dakota's Menno- 
nites ere. packing 
up. By the time 
summer is here 
again and the roads 
are hard, the four 
colonies remaining 
in the State will be 
a ready for the trek. 
Leaving their great communal farms 
with the quaint stone houses in the 
James River Valley, they will push 
northward to join the 11 other colo- 
nies on the plains of Alberta, in Can- 
ada. The others moved out last sum- 
mer. 

The business of moving a whole 
population is a well-established Men- 
nonite trait. Whole colonies of them 
are always trekking somewhere or 
other in quest of something or other 
that they never seem able to find. 
The Mennonites have been moving for 
400 yearr They moved first from 
Switzerland to Moravia, thence to Ru- 
mania; from Rumania to Prussia, 
from there into Russia and finally to 
the United States. They were seek- 
ing permanent peace—permanent’ ex- 
emption from military service and 
escape from contact with worldly civ- 
ilization. After 50 years in the Unit- 
ed States, they are now seeking those 
things on the remote prairies of Can- 
ada. They were poor and suffered 
hardships in other days. But there 
will be no hardships this time. The 
Mennonites are rich now. 

South Dakota will be sorry to see 
them leave. They were pioneers in 
South Dakota. They came in half a 
century ago when the State was just 
being settled and took up lands along 
the James River. They were sturdy 
and peaceable folk and made good 
citizens. They worked hard and gave 
little trouble. Of course, they were 
odd and clannish. Religious sects of 
their kind are always considered odd. 


\ 
Prisex’» snickered at their shaggy 


black beards and their buttonless 

clothes. The other settlers scoffed 
at their peculiar beliefs and concep- 
tions of wickedness. Even though 
they might concede that such things 
as clocks, photographs, newspapers, 
buttons and railroad trains had certain 
shortcomings, the other _ settlers 
couldn't quite grasp the Mennonite 
notion that such things are wicked 
and sinful in themselves. Wherever 
they have gone the Mennonites have 
encountered a great deal of im- 
patience on the part of other folk 
because of their quaint ideas and 
their abhorrence of modern improve- 
ments. But the Mennonites didn’t 
mind, or appeared not to. They kept 
to themselves, clung to their home- 
spun garb and odd customs and stcad- 
fastly refused to melt in the melting 
pot. Half a century of residence in 
modern America has not changed them, 
either. They brought their centuries- 
old customs when they came here and 
they will take them along when they 
move to Canada. . 

The time of departure for the 
four remaining colonies will depend 
largely on their ability to dispose of 
their hand holdings. Farm lands aren't 
selling so well just now, but the colony 
fathers believe they can close out their 
holdings by the time warmer weather 
arrives. The Wolf Creek Colony, the 
firet Mennonite settlement established 
and often referred to as the ‘Mother 
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Colony,” announced an option on its 
extensive properties last summer in 
preparation for the coming migration. 
The young men, particularly, are 
anxious for the deals to be closed so 
that they may join their cousins in 
the Northland. The assortment of 
prospective brides will be larger there. 
Mennonites seldom marry outside their 
own group. 

The oldest Mennonite settlement, 
Wolf Creek Colony is also one of the 
largest and most picturesque. Trav- 
elers like to visit the place, talk to 
its queer inhabitants and see the small 
boys and girls who, dressed in the at- 
tire of adults, look like European 
peasants in miniature. 

When one has business to transact 
with Wolf Creek Colony, one talks to 
David Wipf, general manager and 
treasurer of the organization, for it is 
the ‘‘head boss’’ of the colony alone 
who looks after the financial affairs 
of its people. They own nothing in- 
dividually, not even 
spending money, if it’s 
more than a dime. 

Mr. Wipf has the dis- 
tinction of occupying a 
private dwelling, as does 
the Rev. Joshua Hofer, 
president and . pastor. 

Otherwise the 135 mem- 
bers live in community 
dwellings. 

These dwellings are 
partitioned off into 
sleeping quarters for 
each family. They are 
built of stone, which 
has been gathered from 
the colony’s 5400-acre 
farm, and are grouped 
around a common 
square, according to a 
custom acquired in Eu- 
rope. The square ofl 
earth is worn hard, al- 
most like cobblestones, 
from constant use, and 
is usually filled with 
flocks of geese quack- 
ing and toddling from one spot to 
another. Small children are often 
seen in the square, too, and they look 
quite amusing in their grown-up garb 
when they are frequently not even a 
gear old. 

The Mennonites lead lives of most 
extreme simplicity because they believe 
that is the way the early Christians 
lived. They renounce all worldliness, 
and worldliness to the Mennonite mind 
includes all modern conveniences. 


THER than bunks, similar to 
() nore used in the pioneers’ 

log cabins, the houses have lit- 
tle or no furniture. The floors 
are scrubbed spotlessly clean, and 
once in a while one will see evi- 
dences of handwork, perhaps a quilt 
or a rag rug. There is no need 
of cooking equipment in the living 
quarters as all meals are served in 
the community messhall. American 
costumes and ideas of etiquette are 
entirely lacking in this communal 
dining hall; for instead of sitting 
down and being served as do most 
families, the Mennonites when they 
enter the dining room pick up their 
utensils, walk over to several large 
bowls in one corner of the room, help 
themselves to food and return to one 
of the various long tables. Meals 
consist almost entirely of foods they 
have produced. Their communal) hab- 
its are the result of the belief that “‘all

things should be had in 
common.”’ 

Not one person in the 
colony owns anything in 
his own right. All profits 
from farming and stock 
raising go into a common 
fund. The meager sup- 
plies necessary for the ex- 
istence of each family are 
rationed out from a com- 
mon supply room. The 
colony manager serves as 

*‘quartermaster.”’ 

Everyone in the colony works. Men 
and women go into the fields side by 
side. Three thousand acres of Wolf 
Creek's 5400 acres are under cultiva- 
tion. On the privately owned farms 
adjoining the colonies, one sees every- 
thing in the line of modern farm ma- 
ehinery, but the colonists still stick 
by horse power to do their work. Some 
of these large prosperous farms ad- 
joining are owned by former colon- 
ists or their sons, who saw fit to go 
into the world to make their own way. 
But the colonies continue on just the 
same. All of the Mennonite settle- 
ments have been managed along much 
the same lines as Wolf Creek. At 
least all major points of management 
are the same. The value of the Wolf 
Creek holdings is placed around half 
a milHon dollars. 


They take the advice of their 

pastor in all things relating to 
religious matters and that of their 
manager in all things relating to finan- 
cial matters. 

An old German dialect dating back 
several hundred years is the language 
used by the colonists. English is 
spoken only when it is absolutely 
necessary. 

The American tendency to express 
something of one’s own individuality 
in clothing is quite impossible for the

colonists, for every apron appears to 
be made by the same pattern. The 
men, at least, have some variation in 
that when they ‘‘dress up’’ they put on 
a jacket of homespun reaching to the 
waistline. It has short sleeves and 
looks something like those worn by 
Bton school] boys. But for everyday, 
they have black homespun suits, blue 
denim shirts and sort of ‘clerical’ 
looking vests. They never go with- 
out their vests. The women wear 
dark dresses, long and with full skirts, 
plain square aprons, and _. kerchiefs 
around their heads. One sees no bare 
feminine knees in the Mennonite colon- 
les. 

The departure of the Mennonites 
will close one of the most interest- 
ing incidents of the State’s young life 
—for South Dakota is only 40 years 
old.

] T WILL remove from the State's 
settlers, for the Mennonites now are 


just like the Mennonites who came 


here 60 years ago. Irish, Germans, 
Scandinavians and all the rest of those 
discontented Europeans who plodded 
across the prairies in those first years 
of settlement have given themselves 
generously to the fate of the melting 
pot. It’s hard now to tell one from 
the other. They all live and act about 
the same way-—-which is the Ameri- 
can way. Not so the Mennonites. 
Theirs is the most extraordinary story 
of all. 

Back in the days of the Reforma- 
tion, when. Europe was a rumbling 
volcano of religious discord, the Men- 
nonitea lived in. Switzerland. They 
were known as Anabaptists. Because 
of their reform efforts, they were per- 
secuted. They were sentenced to serve 
as galley slaves; they were thrown into 
filthy prisons; they were deported; 
sometimes put to death. 


They left Switzerland. One group 
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Young Mennonite women. 


went to Austria for a tem- 
porary peace of seven years, 
and later, on the invitation 
of Catherine II, who wanted 
new settlers for the regions 
taken over in recent wars, 
they moved to 
by way of Rumania and Ger- 
many. 

There they built beautiful 
towns and prospered. They 
converted the woodlands and 
wastes into thriving rural 
communitigs, and as the re- 
sult of their experiences in 


Switzerland they banded to- 
i oe gether in vil- 
a lages instead of 


living on sepa- 
rate farms. Their 
faith taught that 
all things should 
be had in com- 
mon. 

Sixty years 
later their happi- 
ness ended, for 
Alexander II had 
ordered all resi- 
dents of Russia 
to do military 
service or leave 
the country with- 
in 10 years. The 
Mennonites de- 
cided to leave. 
The decree had 
been kept secret, 
it is claimed, in 
order to trick 
them into be- 
coming Russian 
subjects, and 
they had barely 
time to dispose 
of their pro- 
perties before 
the expiration 
date arrived. 

Twelve hun- 
dred Mennonite 
families migrat- 
ed to America, 

and of thease about 100 families came 
to South Dakota. Here followed one of 
the darkest chapters of their histcry. 
The Mennonites are a peace-loving 
people but also they are great war- 
riors in the interests of a warless 
world. The hardships the first Men- 
nonite settlers braved in South Dakota 
were probably more difficult than any 
experiences they might have _  en- 
countered in the service of the Czar. 


hurried flight from Russia. In 

Yankton, 8. D., a town thirty-five 
miles from the site of the new 
colonies, they used the remnants of 
their former prosperity to buy oxen, 
wagons and a ‘bit of lumber for new 
homes. They loaded their families and 
baggage in their wagons and reached 
their homesteads on the James River 
two days later. 

Most of them built sod houses. Their 
arrival was too late in the season to 
plant crops. One who has gathered 
data on the Mennonite migration from 
his elders described the first months 
here as follows: 

“The same fall as their arrival the 
settlers experienced their first prairie 
fire. The unending open prairie with 
tall dry grass was a fertile field for 
the devouring flames. For a long dis- 
tance the smoke of the approaching 
fire could be seen and with spade and 
plow the newcomers rushed out to pro- 
vide firebreaks around their  build- 
ings. The rising clouds of smoke from 
the flames eclipsed the sun and the 
heat was terrible. Some sought shelter 
in wells, cellars or dugouts and a 
number of settlers lost their homes 
with all belongings. ) 

“Then followed their first winter, 
that of 1874-75. The winter not only 
came sooner than they were ready for 
it, but was much more severe than 
they had expected it would be. 
Crowded in their small, hastily-con- 


]_ ernie money was left ‘after the

structed sod houses with poorly-fitting 
doors and windows, without heaters 
and only the tall-grass twists to burn. 
with a poor supply of clothes and 
bedding, they were exposed to untold 
suffering from the cold. Snow fell for 
days and a genuine old-time Dakota 
blizzard swept over the bare prairies, 
laying siege to the little sheltering 
places of the settlers as if bent on an- 
nihilating them. Some could not 
leave their shanties for days on ac- 
count of the immense drifts of snow 
blockading their openings. Food sup- 
plies became scarce and some families 
were compelled to live on cornbread 
and water. Entire families remained 
in their beds most of the time to keep 
from freezing and the only water ob- 
tainable was that from melting 
ee 

‘‘As soon as the frost was out of the 
ground, plowing was started, although 
the oxen had hardly recovered from 
their starvation. As soon as a little 
patch of ground was ready they sowed 
rye, wheat, planted potatoes and some 
Welsh corn. There was plenty of 
moisture and sunshine and _  thel) 
crops began to grow. 

‘But the trials of the pioneer are 
many. A grasshopper cloud came uw; 
from the northwest, obscuring the 
sun, then settled down like invited 
guests at the very tables of the 
struggling settlers. Panic-stricken and 
helpless, they watched the insects de- 
vour their fields. The grasshopper 
visit was brief and with another 
northwest wind they raised up and 
were off again, but only a little of the 
crop was saved.” 


MONG the other trials the Men- 
A nonite pioneers experienced, in 

addition to prairie fires and biiz- 
zards and grasshopper visitations, was 
a flood in 1879 which carried away 4 
woman, her son and two daughters 
as well as a number of dwellings. 

The great blizzard came in 1888, 
taking many lives through the Middle 
west as well as in several of the Men- 
nonite colonies. Then there was 4 
terrific drouth in 1894. 

But nothing lasts forever, not 
even trouble. Today, the Mennonite 
colonies are rich. The wants of the 
members are few. They dress in 
simple clothing like their ancestors 
wore. They live in stone houses 
built low and rambling and make 
practically everything they use. The 
children tend the sheep and mind the 
babies. One of the young men of the 
colony attends a small college in &@ 
small town nearby so that he may 
teach the colony school. In his state 
examination papers he usually quotes 
freely from the Bible, whether it be 
in arithmetic or pedagogy. 

Most of the children have 
ridden in an automobile nor seen 4 
train. The men haul farm products 
and fish seined from the river to mar 
ket, and on such trips frequently re 
ceive a dime apiece for ‘spending 
money.”’ 

This time when the Mennonites 
move there will be no hasty flight. 
They are sacrificing no valuable hold- 
ings to escape. They are migrating 
deliberatively and systematically. True. 
the colony fathers were irritated DY 
conscription of their young men dur- 

eing the-World War. But the war ‘8 
over now.

And, 
incidentally, the young people will be 
farther removed from the contaminat- 
ing influences of the outside world. 

So the colony fathers are glad to 
move. The young folk must stay with 
the colony.

No one knows‘ 
how vivid it was. Twice only I’ve seen 
her in three years, almost, and yet I 
remember everything. God, how my 
throat aches. Feels like a stone the 
size of an apple. How can I ever do 
it like this? Can't catch her unawares. 
Suppose I'll have to smash into the 
house, but she will hear me and be 
frightened. Maybe if I’m quick she'll 
only have time to be puzzied. Attack- 
ing an undefended house! What a lot 
of things must be swallowed to coun- 
tenance that. What shameful coward- 
ice. But I must do it or else fail.” 

His hysteria mounts, and he writes 
of drums, drums, drums. Then his 
mood changes and he ends his diary 
in this manner: 

“All right, I am composed and de- 
cided. Some dreadful triphammer is 
tearing at my stomach, but I'll do it. 
If I have to go forward in a trance, 
I'll do it. 

* ¢*« * “]'lt do this dreadful, 
this horrible thing because I decided 
under calm conditions days ago that 
it was the thing to do. I thought I'd 
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weigh everything, and this was the re- 
sult of fair judgment. It can’t seem 
possible that I am to attack unsuspect- 
ing persons who cannot defend them- 
selves. But I'll do it. 

“T’ll carry out orders. I'll carry 
them out. I'll God knows I'll not 
turn back this time.’ 

In addition to the diary, Barnett left 
a letter asking that he be given a sol- 
dier’s burial. There were no flowers 
and no clergy. Only the dead man’s 
father, a representative of a fraternal 
order of which Barnett was a member 
and a bugler were present at. the 
grave. 

He was buried in a tuxedo, which 
the police, following instructions con- 
tained in his letter, found carefully 
packed in a suit case in his hotel room. 
Studs and links had been placed in 
the shirt. 

In this letter he gives a detailed de- 
scription of himself: 

“T am six feet one inch in height,” 
he writes. “My hair is black, | am 
partly bald and my eyes are blue.” 

Of his wife he says: 


ON]: COMPANION in death is 


my former wife (to me she 

is still my wife). If any- 
one else except us two is killed it 
will be an unfortunate necessity. It 
is not premeditated. Her name was 
Doris Elizabeth George. We married 
October 24, 1924, and she got a non- 
contested divorce in April, 1938. She 
married George Mason in July, 1929.” 

In still another letter, addressed to 
“Gentlemen of the Press,” Barnett 
writes: 

“Please, in reporting this tragedy, 
deal kindly with my employer aad rel- 
atives. I have endeavored to leave suf- 
ficient explanation of the tragedy. 
They are kind-hearted people. Won't 
you be kind in speaking of them? I 
alone am guilty. Apply all the scourg- 
ing adjectives to me, but remember no 
one eise is guilty.”

On the following morning the

The cause of the destruction of 
the Maine has ever been a moot 
question. The Spanish Govern- 
ment insisted that the disaster 
was caused by the explosion of a 
forward magazine of the vessel, 
ignited internally. The Ameri- 
cans insisted just as firmly that 
the explosion was caused by an 


outside mine or torpedo. 

“Every sign,’’ says Admiral 
Cluverius, ‘from the external 
pressure on the exploded powder 
tanks to the double-bottmm fram- 
ing thrown up to the surface of 
the water, plainly indicated that, 
whatever the cause had been, it 
was certninly foreign to the ship.” 


HE naval court of inquiry, 
appointed by Admiral Sicard, 
sitting in investigation of 
the disaster and headed by Capt. 
W. T. Sampson, in its official re- 
port transmitted to Congress by 
the President on March 28, stated 
in part: 
“In the opinion of the Court, 
the Maine was destroyed by the 


explosion of a submarine mine, 


which caused the partial explosion 
of two or more of her forward 
magazines,”’ 

Four American wrecking ves- 
sels arrived in Havana harbor a 
few days aftar the explosion and 
for more ghan a month divers 
swarmed over the wreckage.

radiation combine to lower the 
temperature, there is likely to be 
extreme, terrific cold. The worst 
of such spots, so far as is known, 
is in Northern Siberia—the ‘Pole 
of Cold,’ colder than the actual 
poles. At Verkhoyansk, in this 
unenviable part of Siberia, the 
coldest temperature ever recorded 
on a thermometer was reached on 
January 15, 1885. It was 90.4 be- 
low zero. There have been unof- 
ficial reports of temperatures be- 
low 100 below zero from the same 
unblessed neighborhood.” 

So many factors besides latitude 
exert an influence upon the cli- 
mate of any region—upon its cold 
waves, hot waves, rainfall, snow- 
fall and storms, as well as mean 
temperature—that the hard and 
fast torrid, temperate and frigid- 
zone markings running straight 
across the map really apply only 
in a broad and general sense. The 
climate of a region is determined 
not only by its distance from the 
equator, but also by its elevation, 
its distance from the ocean (for 
the ocean is a sort of stabilizer), 
and its position with relation to 


adjacent mountain ranges and 


storm ‘“‘breeding grounds.”’ 

For these reasons, many places 
equidistant from the poles or 
equator differ radically in temper- 
ature. Montana, for example, has 
about the same latitude as France, 
yet France has a comparatively 
mild winter temperature, whereas 


in Montana lower temperatures 
have been recorded than have ever 
been recorded on the north coast 
of Alaska in some 50 years of 
weather observations there. Scot- 
land is about as close to the North 
Pole as Manchuria, but it is much 
warmer. It is warmer, aiso, than 
the part of Sweden which lies on 
the same parallels of latitude, 
separated from it only by the 
North Sea. The latitudes of Cal- 
ifornia are the same as those of 
China, yet California is much 
warmer the year around. 


not do in mapping climates 

or temperatures. So maps de- 
signed to indicate climatic condi- 
tions are crossed by wavy, zigzag 
lines. These lines, drawn 80 as to 
connect places of about the same 
average temperature, are called 
‘isotherms.’’ They are equivalent 
to the lines of elevation which 
mark heights on a topegraphical 
map, only they mark the elevation 
of temperature. Seldom does an 
isotherm run parallel to the 
equator or “zone” lines for more 
than a few miles. 

On the map on the first page 
of this magazine it will be ob- 
served that along the west coast 
of North America the isotherms 
head decidediy northward.  Iso- 
therms connect Southern Alaska 
with a point on the Asiatic coast 
which is as far south as Southern 


Rew ‘‘zones,’’ therefore, will 


California. Crossing the Atlantic 
there is the same northward bend 
of the lines. England is in the 
latitude of Labrador but has the 
temperature of New Jersey. Cen- 
tral Hudson Bay is in the latitude 
of Scotland, but, as its isotherms 
show, its temperature is as cold as 
that of Greenland. Northern Si- 
beria is in the latitude of Finland, 
but is colder than the North 
Pole. 

Middle Westerners who feel 
that teniperatures have been 
severe should observe that their 
isotherm is approximately the 
same as that of Iceland. 

However, they have this con- 
solation: Abundant evidence is 
available to show that human 
energy is increased by relatively 
frequent changes in the weather. 
Alterations of temperature, Dr. 
Free points out, seem to stimulate 
the human brain and body, so that 
efficiency is highest and civiliza- 
tion rises to its loftiest peaks in 
countries which have changeable 
weather and even severe weather. 
Prof’ Ellsworth Huntington of 
Yale once drew maps of world 
civilization, indicating the regions 
in which civilization had risen 
highest. Then he drew maps of 
relative storminess, indicating 
places where storms are most fre- 
quent and where the consequent 
weather changes are most marked. 
The maps virtually duplicated 
each other. The stormy areas 
turned out to be the civilized 
areas.

North Carolina, 
the remains of that once proud 
vessel were towed three miles 
out to sea by naval tugs and 
sunk, with appropriate  cere- 
monies, in 600 fathoms (3600 
feet) of water. She went down 
with her flag flying. The cost 
of raising operations amounted to 
$785,774. 

The North Carolina returned to 
Havana after the “burial’’ cere 
monies and there took aboard 34 
coffins estimated to contain the 
bones of 64 of the Maine’s crew. 
Her flag at half-mast, she steamed 
away for Hampton Roads, and on 
March 24 the Maine’s unidentified 
dead were given a military funer- 
al in the Maine plot in Arlington 
National Cemetery. The fore- 
mast, blown some distance away 
from the wreck by the force of 
the explosion and recovered by the 
engineers, stands guard today 
over their last resting place.
